away.' * . 

The sore got a lot worse. Pike felt tired and 
listless. The pimple hurt. Pike’s doctor told 
him he probably had a spider bite and gave 
him antibiotics. They didn’t work. 

: A staph infection was suspected. Pike wu 
hospitalized for seven days and given strongo- 
drugs, His condition improved orlittlc. 

But a month loter, a red streak was running 
fronl the site up the wrist and curving around ' 
the arm.

Because sporotrichosis is rare, hardly any- 
body knows how to treat it. Or even what if 
loolu like. Symptoms vary fr^m one person to 
another. bUt md^t eases show up as localized 
reddish nodules or abscesses in the lymph 
nodes, skin and subcutaneous ti»iuc. .

Soil bacteria 
wreaks havoc 


.Moke sure soil bacteria doesn't ruin 
your spring., or your life, wrote Dr. Laksh- ' . 
mi M. Sridharan, in the May issue of 
American Rose. . 

Two bfthe.deadlicst bacteria in soil are 
Clostridium tciani. the culprit behind 
tetanus,-and' C/dstrid/un> perfnngens,the 
bod-guy that causes gas gongrme. 

We tend to’minimize the seriousness of 
tetanus in this country, since most of us- 
got booster shots when we were kids. But 
those shots wore ofTa long lime ago, uid . 

. Dr. Sridharan. Tetanus is a .discaie to be 
wary of. 

The bacteria releases a toxin called 
tetanospasmin into the bloodstrearn. When 
it reaches the central hervous system, 
lockjaw isn't far behind. Death can follow 
spasms of the respiratory muscles. Once 
. the toxin attaches itself to nerves, therapy - 
it of little use. Tetanus is easily avoided 
. with a booster shot. ClQsfridium perfh'n- 
'gens likes wounds. It causes gangrene. ^ _ 
We'll spare you the dcuib. 

Dr. Sridharan warned against fungus in- 
fedtiont associated with compost piles. 

Fifly to 100. deaths a year in California 
have resulted from infections of coccid- 
ioidomycosis. a pulmonary disease. This 
fungus is a distonf cousin to the blue-gray 
spores seen on citriu and breads.
